Christuas cards 
anywhere in the world are 4¢ for first 2 oz. unsealed; or 
8¢ for first ounce, 5¢ each additional ounce, sealed. 

Available at the Post office, upon request, are lal 
(LOCAL and OUT OF TOW) that have been devised to assist in 
having your mi} handled sore quickly and effectively yhile 
in oti custody. Your cooperation in separating out-of-town 
mail from local wail will speed up its proctssing. Special 
delivery letters should not be included with bundles of or- 
dinary wail. 

Patrons are reainded that they are required to keep the 
approaches to their mail boxes cleared of obstructions, in- 
cluding snow, hich sakes it difficult or impossible for the 
carrier to serve the bores without getting out of his vehi- 
ele. Unless approaches are cleared within a resonable tine 
heavy snorfalls, it may be necessary to temporarily 
veries until the {mpediment has been removed. 
Rural carriers are not required to perform service on foot

Tt has been brought to the wi 3 S corres- 
pondent that many people are mot aware of the power 
(or lack of it) delegated by law to the Board of Se!- 
ectmen, There seems to be @ general impression that 
the Selectmen ‘run the town’. Under our present form of 
government, all elected Boards are autonomous, and re- 
sponsible only to the voters. In other words. the vot- 
ers may elect whom they choose and vote as they see 
fit on appropriations requested by these Boards at 
Town Meeting. 

While the Selectmen may make requests to other 
boards, such as the Board of Health, Assessors and 
Public Works, they have absolutely no power that as~ 
sures compliance with a request. The Selectmen may 
only exercise control over appointive boards and of- 
fices. Among these he Board of Appeals, Finance 
Committee, Town Counsel, Town Accountant and Police 
and Pire Chiefs. 

The Board of Selectmen have no power over the fifty- 
one elected officials which comprise a large part of 
our loca] government. 

Still on the sick list are Town Counsel John Canino 
and John Ellis, of the Board of Health, who is « pat- 
fent at Mass, Osteopathic Hospital.
